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Fig. i represents a side view of a Cylindrical Cap, adapted for Ventilators, 
Railroad Cars, Chimneys, etc. Fig. 2 is a vertical central section of same. 
Fig. 3 is a horizontal section, on line x—x Fig. 1. Fig. 4 is a half elevation, 
half section view of a rectangular, double Cap, adapted for square or brick chim¬ 
ney tops, having one or several dues. Fig. 5 is a half plan, half horizontal sec¬ 
tional view of same. Fig. 6 represents a perspective view of a chimney, with 
the Vaile Monitor arranged thereon.

Dear Sin : We would respectfully request you to examine the accompanying illustrations of the Vaile Monitor 
Ventilator and Chimney Cap. 

The operation of this Cap is based upon well known, scientific principles ; is simple in construction, no machinery 
to get out of order, and will work equally well in any position or locality. 

The force of the external wind currents passing through the inlets and across the ends of the draft passages will 
create an upward draft within the flue. Also, a current of wind in a downward direction against the top and side of 
Cap will cause an up draft. 

The Vaile Monitor is adapted for all purposes where a Ventilator or Chimney Cap is desired ; it is always 
ready, and requires no adjustment whatever to cause it to act. 

Smoky Chimneys are positively prevented, and a good draft secured, and in consequence of its sensitive 
action and regular exhaust, there is no escape of smoke and gas. 

The down currents which frequently occur in chimneys situated at a less height than neighboring buildings are 
entirely obviated by the use of the Monitor.

The Square Cap is constructed upon the same principle as the Cylindrical Cap, and is designed for Smoke Stacks 
and Chimneys containing one or several flues. It is the only Cap manufactured that will work satisfactorily on a 
chimney of more than one flue. The style can be changed if necessary. It is ornamental, and a complete protection 
of the masonry.

The large chimney (four flues) from the bakery and kitchen of the State Lunatic Hospital, at Worcester, was 
subject to frequent down currents, forcing the smoke and gas into the building. The Superintendent, B. D. Eastman,
